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Chiefs aim to reduce spending on clean-up of camps 

TRAVELLER SITES' 
BINS TO CUT COSTS

LARGE bins could be provid¬ 
ed on traveller-hit sites in Wal¬ 
sall to save the cash-strapped 
council tens of thousands of 
pounds in clear-up costs. 

Walsall Council is looking at plac¬ 
ing the large wheeled bins, known as 
euro bins, on illegal camp sites to en¬ 
courage occupants not to dump mess. 

Travellers have already cost the cash- 
strapped council more than £15,000 this year 
in clean-ups and managing the sites. 

Blakenall Councillor Pete Smith has led 
calls for the council to put the bins out once 
informed about an illegal settlement. 

He believes it would cost around £13 to pick 
up and dispose of one of the bins. Council leader 
Mike Bird confirmed the authority would now 
look at the option. He said: “It is a step for¬ 
ward, the cost is really minimal in relation to 
the benefits that occur. 

“It will be discussed at our next meeting with 
senior officers.” 

Councillor Smith said: “Once a site is occu¬ 
pied by a traveller encampment, environmental 
health enforcement should attend with licens¬ 
ing enforcement. 

Engage 

“Once the size of the camp has been estab¬ 
lished, environmental health enforcement 
should engage with the travelling group and 
arrange for a euro bin, or a suitable number of 
bins to be delivered to the site for any domestic 
waste to be deposited in during their stay.” 

The borough has been plagued by traveller 
camps since the spring with more than a dozen 
caravans at a time settling on some locations 
for days at a time. Locations have included 
Goscote Lodge Crescent, Delves Common and 
Broadway West Playing Fields. 

In some cases vans have been on the same 
site on more than one occasion. 

A person carrying a gun and geese going 
missing were among more than 100 complaints 
made about a group of travellers on land be¬ 
tween Stubbers Green Road and Lichfield 
Road, near Shelfield, earlier this year. 

In a bid to reduce the problem of caravans 
settling on land illegally the council is looking 
at creating almost 30 permanent sites over the 
next few years. But residents who would be af¬ 
fected by some of the proposed locations are up 
in arms, and have joined forces against plans 
to use the old Darlaston Multi-Purpose Centre 
site. It comes after homeowners near Broad 
Lane Gardens, Bloxwich - identified as a possi¬ 
ble site by the local authority - announced they 
had also started a petition. 


BEACON SHINES FOR 80 YEARS OF RAMBLING ON

IT is the national group that formed 80 years 
ago in the wake of a walk which turned into a 
ruck in the Peak District - but things were a 
little more serene as dozens of Black Country 
walkers commemorated the 80th anniversary 
of the Ramblers Association. 

Around 62 members from groups in Wal¬ 
sall, Sandwell and Wolverhampton gathered 
at Barr Beacon war memorial in Walsall for 
a 7.5mile walk - the fitting way to mark an 
historic occasion. 

They set off around 11am on Saturday and 
had lunch next to Aldridge Airport before 


returning around 4pm, just in time to take 
shelter before heavy rain and thunderstorms 
took hold. 

Dick Turton, aged 63 and chairman of Wal¬ 
sall Ramblers, said: “It was very successful, 
I must admit I was surprised by how many 
people turned up.” 

The movement has been officially rec¬ 
ognised since the forming of the National 
Council of Ramblers’ Federations in 1931 to 
recognise the interests of walkers. 

But the following year a group who had be¬ 
come frustrated with the body staged a mass 


trespass of Kinder Scout - the highest point 
in the Peak District - where they clashed with 
the Duke of Devonshire’s gamekeepers and 
five ramblers were arrested. 

The council then changed its name to Ram¬ 
blers Association in 1935. 

Mr Turton pointed out the benefits of ram¬ 
bling: “People like to see the countryside. You 
can get a lot closer to it on foot than in a car. 
And obviously there are the health benefits, 
there is also the social side to it. But I think 
for a few people it is nice for them to be led by 
someone who knows where they are going.” 


NHS 

Health trust gripes 
double in a month 

THE number of formal complaints received 
by the NHS Trust which runs Walsall Manor 
Hospital more than doubled in the space of 
a month, a new report has revealed. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust received 
51 formal complaints in July - up from 22 
in June. They included patients who were 
not happy with their operation and com¬ 
plaints over delayed appointments. Others 
pointed out issues with scans and one pa¬ 
tient claimed there had been a breach of 
confidentiality. There were also complaints 
about district nursing and staff attitudes. 

EDUCATION 

Deadline set for 
opening of hub 

THE multi-million pound business and 
sports hub at Walsall College will offi¬ 
cially launch on September 26, bosses 
have revealed. 

Work on the £11 million complex 
next to the main town centre Wisemore 
Campus last summer and has been 
forging ahead since then. 

The futuristic 39,000sq ft develop¬ 
ment will include space for start-up 
businesses, conference and event 
facilities along with a multi-purpose 
sports hall. 

COUNCIL 

Jobs promise after 
care home backed 

A CARE home is to open in a former res¬ 
idential property after being given the go- 
ahead by council planners. The scheme 
for Abingdon Way, Bloxwich, has been ap¬ 
proved by Walsall Council and will create 
new jobs. It will cater for a small number of 
people with learning disabilities. 

It will see a revamp of the building inte¬ 
rior to suit the new use. The home will aim 
to support residents who have suffered 
head injuries or illness which can lead to 
damage to the brain. It will also cater for 
people who may have issues such as eat¬ 
ing disorder, self-harm and behavioural 
problems.

A YOUNG girl aged five has made a 
splash among her friends after swim¬ 
ming for an entire mile - despite suf¬ 
fering from asthma. 

Phebe Lowe, from Walsall, is being 
tipped by her mother of a star of the 
future after completing 70 lengths at 
Sneyd pool in under an hour. 

The youngster, of Pooles Lane in 
Bloxwich, has already declared she 
wants to be a professional swimmer in 
the future. 

Mother Kelly Pullinger got her into 
swimming properly aged three and 
since then there has been no stopping 
her. “I just wanted her to swim 25 
metres, I think every child should be 
able to do that for her own safety,” she 
said. “But she just carried on and on 
and has progressed from there. 


“She did 600metres when she was 
four and her instructor then said she 
wanted her to try 1,000 which she did. 

“Now she has done the mile. I said 
to her after ‘are you tired?’ and her an¬ 
swer was ‘no it was easy’. 

“She would carry on if I let her. 

“I think she must be one of the 
youngest children in the country to 
have swam a mile. 

“I have looked on the internet and I 
can’t see anyone else who has done it.” 

Phebe, who will be six in September, 
is just about to start her first proper 
year at Woodlands Academy. 

She has done swimming lessons 
with her school friends. 

Miss Pullinger said: “I have had to 
go in to the school and say that she 
doesn’t need to wear arm bands be¬ 


cause she is a little rocket. 

“Some of the other children are 
there crying when they are put in the 
water and Phebe says to me ‘why are 
they so upset for?’ because she has 
been doing it since she was three.” 

She added: “She just loves it she has 
always loved the water. 

“I have taken always taken her in 
the pool ever since she was six months. 

“It is good for her asthma because it 
exercises her lungs. 

“We were all just over the moon 
when she did the mile. 

“She has already said she wants to 
win medals and that’s what she wants 
to do when she’s older. 

“Her friends and family are just so 
pleased we will just support her with 
whatever she wants to do.” 


Highgate Brewery site 
may give way to homes 


THE historic Walsall High¬ 
gate Brewery site faces be¬ 
ing turned into housing if 
no business takes over the 
iconic building. 

It is still hoped the Grade II 
listed complex, which once pro¬ 
duced beer for the town’s leath¬ 
er workers, can be revived as a 
brewery. 

But a council report said if a via¬ 
ble option creating employment is 
not received it would have to con¬ 
sider an application for housing. The 
brewery was built in 1898 by James 
Fletcher and is now owned by Smeth¬ 
wick-based Empire Star. 

It has been empty for several years. 
A feasibility study is to be carried out 
by the council into its future use. 

It had been marketed for sale last 
year with a £850,000 price tag but has 
since been removed from the market 
pending the study. 

Century 

At its peak the brewery employed 
65 people and was producing 100,000 
barrels a year, providing beer to more 
than 400 pubs and clubs. 

Production of beer at the brewery 
in Sandymount Road no longer takes 
place, but for more than a century it 
was best known for its Highgate Dark 
Mild. 

A report into future use of the site 
to the council states: “Due to the 
comprehensive nature of the listing, 
the council considers that the optimal 
use for the building would be to re¬ 
instate its previous, original use as a 
brewery and would therefore support 
applications to bring the site back 
into this use. 

“Only if no viable employment use 
could be found would proposals to 
convert the site to housing be consid¬ 
ered; but these would have to ensure 
the highest quality of design and re¬ 
gard for the heritage assets.”

Four hurt 
after cars 
collide off 
main road 

A TEENAGER and two women were 
taken to hospital after a two-car smash 
in Walsall. One of the cars was left se¬ 
verely damaged after the crash in Yew 
Tree Place, off Lichfield Road, Bloxwich. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
was called to treat a driver, an 18-year- 
old man, who suffered neck pain and an 
arm laceration. He was treated at the 
scene by medics and taken to Walsall 
Manor Hospital. 

Three people travelling in the second 
car suffered minor injuries including two 
women in the vehicle were taken to the 
same hospital. The ambulance service 
said those involved in the collision had 
been fortunate to escape serious injury. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman John Hawker said: “One ve¬ 
hicle had suffered substantial damage. 
The driver, an 18-year-old man, suffered 
neck pain, and an arm laceration. 

“He received treatment at the scene 
from medics and was transferred to Wal¬ 
sall Manor Hospital for further treat¬ 
ment. Three people travelling in the 
second car suffered multiple minor inju¬ 
ries. A woman in her 80s and a second 
woman in her 40s, both suffered chest 
pain. Both received treatment and were 
transferred to the same hospital. The 
man travelling in the second vehicle, 
believed to be in his 60s, declined treat¬ 
ment from paramedics. 

“Considering the damage to the vehi¬ 
cles the occupants were fortunate not to 
have suffered more serious injuries.” 

The crash happened at around 4.20pm 
on Sunday. 

Double trouble 
for fire crews

flames while he slept, and a blaze broke 
out in a garage as crews were called to 
two fires within minutes in Walsall. 

The first occurred around 4pm when 
flames broke out in a garage on Blaken- 
hall Lane. A man had been doing some 
DIY with a grinder tool when sparks set 
fire to flammable material. 

Two crews, one from Walsall and an¬ 
other from Bloxwich, attended and the 
flames were put out within 15 minutes. 

Shortly after firefighters were alerted 
to another incident when an elderly man 
living in a first-floor flat in Green Lane 
fell asleep while leaving food cooking on 
the stove. 

Residents raised the alarm around 
4.30pm and again a crew from Walsall 
and another from Bloxwich attended.

Canals offering a different path 



Making most use of the canals 


Miles of canal footpaths can play 
a major role in the West Midlands’ 
transport plans, according to the head 
of the organisation that looks after 
the waterways in the region. 

Opening them up to cyclists and 
walkers would help improve the 
transport infrastructure, said Peter 
Mathews, chairman of the Canal & 
River Trust’s Partnership in the West 
Midlands. 

The trust safeguards 350km of wa¬ 
terways in the West Midlands as well 
as caring for a large collection of listed 
structures and many important wild¬ 


life sites. Mr Mathews said: “We do 
need to create more awareness of the 
canal network in the West Midlands 
and with £6 million from the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport we have a scheme 
in place to transform access to the ca¬ 
nals for thousands of people. 

“This is a huge task because parts 
of the canal network are over 250 
years old. However, we can make 
them better places for leisure as well 
as linking with organisations and 
businesses to make them safer and 
more attractive places for all of our 
different users. 


“We are working closely with Sus- 
trans, the sustainable transport char¬ 
ity who have a base in Birmingham, 
to achieve our aspirations to encour¬ 
age people to walk and cycle more as 
a starting point for reducing motor 
traffic.” 

Yvonne Gilligan, regional director 
of Sustrans, has been appointed to the 
Trust’s West Midlands Partnership. 
She said: “More and more people in 
Birmingham see cycling and walking 
as a way to travel to and from work 
and we must ensure that their routes 
are safe and useable.” 


Borough pupils make 
the grade with GCSEs 



WALSALL saw some excel¬ 
lent results for students after 
the GCSE grades were re¬ 
leased last week. 

More than 20 per cent of young¬ 
sters from Aldridge School land¬ 
ed at least three A* or A grades, 
while 10 students achieved 10 or 
more A* or As. 

The number who achieved A*-C in 
English/Maths topped 60 per cent. 

Headteacher David Mountney said: 
“The GCSE results once again demon¬ 
strate the school’s commitment to 
achieving excellence together. 

“These are a pleasing set of results 
given the radical government changes 
to the exam system, which has im¬ 
pacted on all Year 11 students.” 

Meanwhile, Brownhills School saw 
an increase in overall grades and 
significantly improved pass rates in 
many departments. 

There was a stand-out performer at 
the Q3 Academy in Great Barr. 

Lewis Bradbury scored seven A 
grades and four Bs during a year when 
he also landed medals in a number of 
international karate competitions. 

Also, there was a truly outstanding 
performer at The Friary School over 
in Lichfield, where Ella Sykes received 
A* grades in all 11 of the GCSEs she 
took. 

Increase 

GCSE pass rates were up across the 
Black Country and Staffordshire as 
more than two thirds of exams were 
marked with the the top A*-C grades. 

A total of 521,931 GCSEs were 
taken in the West Midlands this year 
- 5.4 per cent of which were awarded 
A* and 13 per cent an A. 

There was a slight increase in the 
number of exams graded between 
A*-C, the 66.9 per cent figures mark¬ 
ing a rise of 0.2 per cent on 2014. 

But the number of GCSEs graded 
at either A* or A fell by 0.3 per cent 
this year. 

In Sandwell, council bosses hailed 
‘some great results’ at schools across 
the borough. 


Results improved for the third year 
running at Ormiston Forge Acad¬ 
emy, Cradley Heath, where students 
achieved a 51 per cent pass rate at 
A*-C, including English and maths. 

Two years ago this figure was 44 per 
cent and last year it was 47 per cent. 

Principal Andrew Burns said: “I’m 
delighted with the results this year, 
above all they show we are making 
consistent progress and building on 
solid foundations.” 

Gurjivan Singh was the stand-out 
performer with 12 A* grades and a B. 

At Sandwell Academy, students 
achieved 81 per cent A*-C grades, with 
85 per cent gaining an A* -C grade in 


maths. All students achieved at least 
one A*-C qualification, with 89 per 
cent achieving five or more. Head¬ 
teacher Simon Topper said: “Students 
have once again achieved some fabu¬ 
lous GCSE outcomes this year. 

“I am thrilled with the collective 
performance of this cohort and con¬ 
gratulate all the students on their 
achievement and the hard work and 
dedication shown.” 

In Wolverhampton, Moseley Park 
School in Bilston continued its re¬ 
markable rate of improvement, with 
78 per cent of students achieving at 
least five A*-C grades, including Eng¬ 
lish and maths. Four years ago the 


figure was just 40 per cent. Delighted 
headteacher Nick Elwiss said: “The 
school motto is ‘Building Success To¬ 
gether’, and it is through working in 
close partnership with students, par¬ 
ents and governors we have achieved 
this success.” 

At Wolverhampton Girls’ High 
School, 79 per cent of all entries were 
awarded A or A*, while 70 per cent of 
students achieved eight or more A* or 
A grades. 

Headteacher Trudi Young said she 
was ‘incredibly proud’ of all students. 
“The results are testament to the hard 
work and dedication shown by the 
girls,” she added. 
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More parks set to 
get outdoor gyms 

NEW outdoor gyms will be created 
around parks in Walsall as part of 
£75,000 plans being drawn up. 

Walsall Council has earmarked 
Leamore Park, Pleck Park and King 
George V Playing Field for where the 
investment is to be made. The work 
is subject to the allocation of funding 
but has been highlighted as a project 
to be explored by the authority as part 
of future improvements. 

The first outdoor gym in the bor¬ 
ough was opened at Reedswood Park 
in 2011 to encourage people to remain 
fit and healthily active. 

700 parking bays 
needed at centre 

MORE than 700 extra short-stay par¬ 
king spaces are needed in Walsall town 
centre, according to council chiefs. 

A review of car parks has been car¬ 
ried out by the authority as part of an 
action plan to improve the borough. 

Bosses have already highlighted the 
potential for a multi-storey car park 
on land in Hatherton Street or Day 
Street. They say there is a need for 
726 additional short-stay public spaces 
within the heart of the borough. 

There are currently more than 3,500 
publicly available parking spaces pro¬ 
vided in Walsall town centre. 

Offices scheme 
for empty shop 

A LONG-STANDING empty shop 
and maisonettes in Beechdale will 
be converted into offices, after plans 
were approved by the council. 

Plans from Beechdale Community 
Housing to take over new space in 
Stephenson Square to make room for 
25 workers have been backed. A shop 
which has been vacant for more than 
10 years and four upstairs maison¬ 
ettes will be revamped in the scheme. 

A report said that additional park¬ 
ing will be provided. 

Mopeds crackdown 
at town beauty spot 

MOPEDS are being driven around a 
beauty spot in Brownhills and canal 
towpaths - sparking a crackdown 
from police. 

Police are stepping up patrols at 
Clayhanger Common in a bid to tackle 
anti-social behaviour in the area. 

Sgt Lee Nicholls, from the Brown¬ 
hills neighbourhood team, said: “Ve¬ 
hicles are not allowed to be driven 
on canal tow paths or common land. 
Anyone found doing so will have their 
vehicle seized.” 

Steam gala is due 

THE annual summer gala of steam 
and diesel locomotives is being held 
at Chasewater Railway next weekend. 

The event runs from 10am to 5pm 
on both days on the railway that runs 
through Chasewater Country Park, 
Burntwood. Four engines will be in 
steam each day.

PHEW, what a relief. The 70th anniver¬ 
sary of VJ-Day and the end of the Second 
World War passed off without hundreds of 
veterans and civilians being blown to piec¬ 
es by Islamist terrorists. As you may recall, 
before last weekend’s events it was wide¬ 
ly reported that shadowy home-grown 
bombers, inspired by Islamic State, were 
planning to plant a bomb on the route.

But it 
sometimes strikes me as strange that very 
few burglaries, usually committed by thick¬ 
head, drug-addled teenagers, are ever 
foiled and they are rarely solved. Yet plots 
plotted by the biggest and best-funded 
terrorist organisations in history are foiled 
time after time.

£im to be spent on 
revamp for town hall

WALSALL Town Hall is set 
for a £1 million revamp to 
transform it into a major 
concert and wedding ven¬ 
ue. 

Bosses want to overhaul fa¬ 
cilities at the site to attract big- 
name acts, while also using it to 
host family events. 

The Leicester Street building 
opened in 1902 but has been left be¬ 
hind in recent years by venues such 
as the Civic Hall in Wolverhampton. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird 
said any revamp could be worth up 
to £lm. 

He said: “We are certainly looking 
to invest in the toilets and the bar 
which doesn’t give you a welcoming 
experience. 

“There are a lot of weddings, 
which would use the town hall, and 
we can put on concerts there too.” 

Bands that performed at the Wal¬ 
sall Town Hall in the 1960s and 70s 
include Slade, Led Zeppelin and 
Black Sabbath. 

It then went three decades before 
its next major gig when indie rock¬ 
ers Reverend and the Makers per¬ 
formed in 2012 drawing in around 
700 people. It was the last major 
concert featuring current acts. 

The venue does host the likes of 
the Walsall Beer Festival, which at¬ 
tracts thousands of people over its 
annual three-day stretch, live box¬ 
ing and organ recitals. The organ 
itself was built in 1908 by Walsall 
company Nicholson and Lord and 
has more than 3,300 pipes. 

The building has been highlighted 
as a key location in the town along 
with Walsall New Art Gallery, Gala 
Baths, Walsall Leather Museum, 
and main library. An action plan 
for the town hall says it needs to be 
promoted as a venue for events and 
concerts. 

It adds: “The town centre offers 
an accessible location to provide a 
wide variety of facilities for the com¬ 
munity and to draw visitors from a 
wider area. 

“It is important that these facil¬ 
ities are, where possible, enhanced 
and protected.”

Jail for man 
who hit his 
girlfriend 
with bottle 

A FATHER who hit a former girl¬ 
friend with a champagne bottle, caus¬ 
ing her to need stitches in her lip, has 
been jailed for more than a year. 

Azar Hussain got into an argument 
with the victim after they had been 
drinking, which ended with her being 
struck by the bottle. 

She was taken to Walsall Manor 
Hospital and could end up with per¬ 
manent scarring, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. The 22 year- 
old of Proffitt Close, Walsall, admit¬ 
ted wounding on May 11 and was 
sentenced to 14 months in jail. 

Mr Paul Mytton, prosecuting, said 
they had been travelling in a car 
driven by a mutual friend when it 
was said they started bickering after 
drinking. Mr Mytton said the driver 
claimed in a statement the woman 
slapped Hussain first and he tried to 
slap her back. 

The altercation ended with Hus¬ 
sain swinging the bottle which hit her 
causing the injury. Mr Mytton said: 
“She was taken to Walsall Manor 
where it was confirmed she had a deep 
laceration to the upper lip.” 

Hussain, who has previous convic¬ 
tions for battery initially denied any 
involvement in the incident in the car 
park of Morrisons in Lichfield Street, 
Walsall. But he pleaded guilty to 
wounding at his first appearance be¬ 
fore the court. The victim said she did 
not want a restraining order issued. 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, defending, 
said there had been an element of 
provocation but his client accepted 
the cause of his actions.

Temporary 
staff bill at 
college up 
by £60,000 

THE wage bill of temporary workers 
at Walsall College has risen by more 
than £60,000 in the past 12 months. 

Around £180,000 was spent at the 
town’s main college during the 2014- 
15 academic year to meet the demand 
of students. 

This compared to £120,000 on 
agency workers the previous year, 
with the college saying there had been 
a ‘significant growth’ in some subjects 
such as construction and social care. 

The expenditure on extra workers 
at the education hub, which caters for 
more than 7,500 students, includes 
teaching and support staff. The costs 
have been released under the Free¬ 
dom of Information Act. 

A statement from the college said: 
“Walsall College prides itself on its 
outstanding Ofsted rating, awarded 
for our success in delivering first class 
education and training to students 
with qualified lecturers with industry 
experience. 

“At times it is necessary and stand¬ 
ard procedure to utilise agency staff to 
respond to a specific skills need. 

“In the 2014/15 academic year we 
experienced significant growth in a 
number of curriculum areas includ¬ 
ing construction, plumbing, gas and 
health and social care, with more stu¬ 
dents enrolling on to our courses. 

“Students are at the heart of 
everything we do and we are com¬ 
mitted to ensuring they are able to 
acquire real world experience, com¬ 
mercial awareness and the knowledge 
and skills to be job ready as well as 
gain qualifications.” 

Stallholders in 
rush for market 

SCORES of stalls have already 
snapped up for the new-look Darlas- 
ton Market - a month before it opens. 

There has been strong interest in 
the relaunch of the market on Sep¬ 
tember 14 - four years after it was 
scrapped due to Walsall Council cuts. 

It is hoped the number of traders 
could exceed 30 by the time of the 
launch, with around half already 
booked weeks ahead of the event. 

It is being taken on by private oper¬ 
ators Bescot Promotions who also run 
the successful weekly pitch outside 
Walsall FC every Sunday. 

It will run three days a week on 
Mondays, Tuesdays and Thursdays. 
The previous council event was 
scrapped in 2011 to save £60,000 over 
three years. 

Surgery homes 
scheme halted 

PLANS to transform a former doc¬ 
tor’s surgery in Willenhall into apart¬ 
ments have been axed. The surgery in 
Stroud Avenue shut around 10 years 
ago, proposals for a 12-bed residential 
property have been withdrawn.

I would want to leave my job in Greece but I 
speak to her regularly and I think she can see 
it has been a good move. The patients have 
been very nice to me. I have explained where I 
come from when they ask me where my accent 
is from and they have been interested and want 
to chat to me about it. 

“My colleagues are helping me too. It will 
probably take me a little while to get used to 
the Walsall accent but I’ll get there.”

The Avengers, Minder and On The Buses 
all continue to pull in viewers on the nos¬ 
talgia channels for many years to come, 
emphasising just how little quality televi¬ 
sion is actually made today. 

Isn’t it depressing that while the tech¬ 
nology and special effects have come on 
in leaps and bounds, we no longer seem 
able to make a light-hearted action ad¬ 
venture series which doesn’t require an 
interest in psychology, we can’t make an 
underworld crime drama which doesn’t 
involve gratuitous violence, and nobody 
is able to come up with a sitcom about 
everyday working-class life that simply 
makes us laugh? 

These days everything has to have an 
agenda, and the budget seems to be 
spent on everything but the scriptwriters. 

Maybe we should remember that while 
MacNee, Cole and Lewis are the names 
we remember, it was Brian Clemens, 
Leon Griffiths, Ronald Chesney and Ron¬ 
ald Wolfe who were the real forces be¬ 
hind our favourite programmes. The role 
of the producer and scriptwriter is very 
under-rated.

No place like home 


as Sir Lenny returns

Sir Lenny Henry was back in 
his hometown of Dudley for the 
premiere of his new TV drama.

THERE’S no place like home for Sir 
Lenny. 

His beaming smile showed his joy at 
being back in the Black Country. 

Everyone knows the larger-than-life comic 
and television personality as a stand up, actor 
and the face of Comic Relief. But in Dudley, he 
is just Lenny. 

The 56-year-old father was full of life as he 
arrived in his hometown for the screening of 
his self-penned television drama Danny and 
the Human Zoo. 

But before hitting the red carpet for the 
glamorous premiere, he took a walk a down 
memory lane. 

He visited Henry Court retirement housing 
- named in memory of his mother Winifred - 
to help mark its 10th anniversary, a decade 
after he opened it. 

His smile lit up the room as he had residents 
and managers howling of laughter, swapping 
between a comedic Jamaican and Dudley ac¬ 
cent. 

Banter 

Ever the comic Lenny had the room in the 
palm of his hand as he treated guests to gags 
with his razor-sharp wit. 

Putting everyone at ease he even included 
invited guests in the fun as he encouraged the 
room to join in. 

Joking in the first opening lines of his 
speech he said: “It’s very nice to be back at 
Henry Court and to see that they’ve put the 
Hoover around! I bet they thought ‘Ooh we’ve 
got the Mayor coming, better tidy up!” 

Lenny continued to banter with mayor of 
Dudley, Councillor Steve Waltho, even com¬ 
menting on the amount of bling in the building 
as he sported his mayoral chains and the paper 
his speech was written on, saying ‘where’s the 
iPad Steve!?’ 

In fits of laughter Councillor Waltho added: 


“I think I’m going to have to throw my speech 
out the window! 

“I get a lot of people asking me whether I 
get nervous doing speeches and meeting peo¬ 
ple, but never have I been in the presence of 
global superstar before like Sir Lenny. 

“Let me just say what a privilege it is for us 
to be here today and to welcome back someone 
who has come from very humble beginnings.” 

Sir Lenny was the first child Winifred Henry 
had after moving to Britain from Jamaica. He 
was raised by Winifred and her husband Win¬ 
ston Henry, who died when the comedian was 
19. Winifred died in 1998. 

Growing up in Douglas Road near Buffery 
Park, Sir Lenny has gone on to global stardom. 
But his thoughts are never too far from home. 

“Whenever I go out and about I always try 
to represent Dudley and put a few lines in 
about the town on my stand-up shows,” he 


said. “Although it gets a bad name sometimes, 
it’s really not a bad place. On my way to get 
here driving down the high street I thought, 
there’s some great people here. 

“I actually came back to Henry Court to film 
my show Lenny’s Britain a few years ago, and 
this place represented Dudley in such a good 
light. 

“I helped out in the kitchen and went round 
to see some of the residents and had a right 
laugh - one man couldn’t hear me because of 
his hearing aid settings, so we were shouting 
at each other for a bit. 

“But I also remember a lot of very happy 
people, eating Caribbean food sitting and chat¬ 
ting away and telling stories of yesterday.” 

Henry Court is one of the association’s six 
retirement schemes. Sir Lenny opened the 
retirement housing scheme 10 years ago. It 
was named in honour of his mother, who was 


a member of the congregation of The Church 
of God of Prophecy, which founded Nehemiah 
United Churches Housing Association, which 
manages Henry Court. 

Muriel Hylton, a day resident once a week, 
was eager to get a snap with Sir Lenny after 
the celebratory cake-cutting. 

She explained how she was friends with his 
mother in her younger years. 

Sir Lenny shared a joke with Muriel before 
putting his arms around her and posing with a 
big grin for half-a-dozen photographers. 

“Lenny is lovely,” she smiled. “His mum 
would be very proud if she was here today. 
He really loves his community and it shows in 
everything he does. His mum was a lovely lady 
who always took time to help others. 

“Seeing Lenny on TV is always something 
special as it shows just how far he has come.” 

Joyce Thompson, craft activity worker at 
Henry Court, said: “I have worked here since 
it opened and it is just a vibrant place with a 
real family atmosphere. 

“Lenny’s mom would have been so inspired 
and touched if she was still with us. 

“Sometimes you find that when someone 
gets as famous as Lenny they forget their 
proper roots, but he never has and has always 
remembered to come back and visit us.” 

Laugh 

Caroline Reid, manager of Henry Court, 
said: “I personally asked Lenny to come back 
here for our birthday celebrations and he said 
of course he would. 

“When he came to film for his show a few 
years back we sat here in the office and had a 
right laugh. 

“I grew up in Dudley too and I can just tell 
that Lenny will always have that close connec¬ 
tion with the town.” 

Lenny said: “My mom was a very proud 
woman and she spent a lot of time in the com¬ 
munity and worked incredibly hard in the 
local area. 

“It was extremely touching for Henry Court 
to be named after her and I am thankful that 
her name has continued to be remembered in 
this way. 

“On every occasion I return I like to see the 
work being done here. Not only within Henry 
Court, but within Dudley as whole.”

Balancing act of hospital parking fees 


ONCE again the subject of hospital 
car parking fees has arisen, let’s look 
at some of the pros and cons of these 
charges and try to find a way around 
them. 

Firstly hospital car parks are essen¬ 
tial as public transport is not always 
suitable for people going to hospital, 
but car parks are expensive to main¬ 
tain. If no charges were made the cost 
of this maintenance would have to 
come from another part of the hospital 
budget, nursing care, cleaning, etc, we 
don’t really want that. 

Look at hospital car park charges 


and see if they are fair. No-one wants 
to go to hospital but everyone is there 
for a reason. If you are at A&E or as an 
outpatient your time there depends on 
the care you receive. A&E care depends 
on the number of patients using the 
service and the time it takes to treat 
each patient. Outpatient care depends 
on how long it takes to wait for your 
appointment, rarely on time, and how 
long your appointment takes. None of 
this is under your control, so why do 
you have to be penalised by higher 
charges for a longer wait. One of the 
things wrong with hospital charges is 


the first fifteen minutes free con. If you 
have an outpatient appointment it tells 
you to arrive fifteen minutes early to 
register. 

Would it not be better to have a fair 
priced one off car park fee of say one 
pound with a free ten minute drop off 
pick up time for everyone in A&E or 
outpatient departments with patients 
issued with a one off car park ticket at 
reception on production of the patients 
appointment letter or on discharge 
from A&E.

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Man in hospital 
after collision

A MAN was taken to hospital after a two-car crash on a 
busy Walsall road. A BMW collided with a Reliant Robin 
in West Bromwich Road, Delves, at around midday last 
Thursday. The incident happened near to the junction with 
Bell Lane and the road was partially closed for around 30 
minutes. 

The male driver of the Reliant Robin was taken to hospi¬ 
tal with minor facial injuries while another man, who had 
been driving the BMW, was treated for shock at the scene. 

Crews from West Bromwich fire station attended. Crew 
commander John Watton said nobody had been trapped 
in either vehicle and firefighters helped to make the scene 
safe. He said: “We attended the incident involving two cars 
that had been in collision at about 12pm. 

“One man was taken to hospital with minor facial inju¬ 
ries and a man from the other vehicle was in shock. One 
lane of the road had to be closed while we dealt with the 
incident.” 

The road has been the scene of a number of collisions 
over the years. 


Fears aired 
on safety 
after work 
on boilers 


HOMEOWNERS are potentially being put at 
risk when getting their boiler serviced due to 
‘shocking’ work from engineers, a consumer 
site has claimed. 

In a damning investigation, Which? called out 10 
separate engineers to carry out a service, including 
major firms such as Walsall-based Homeserve. 


It found that only two 
- British Gas and Corgi - 
bothered to carry out the 
minimum legal checks, 
while none followed the 
manufacturer’s servicing 
instructions properly. 

It is claimed a Homeserve 
engineer did not check the 
operating pressure of the 
boiler - which, left as it 
was, could have led to a soot 
build-up and the production 
of carbon monoxide. 

The engineer is then said 
to have failed to carry out 
all the legal checks, did not 
follow the manufacturer’s 
instructions and failed on 
three of HomeServe’s 13 
customer promises - includ¬ 
ing not repairing any gas 
leaks, since he did not check 
for them. 

Homeserve said an inves¬ 
tigation will be carried out 
and will be horrified if the 
allegation proves correct.

A spokesperson said: 
“Which? made us aware of 
an incident in which they 
say an engineer working for 
one of our professional gas 
contractors undertook an 
unsafe gas boiler service. 

“If this one allegation is 
correct, then we are horri¬ 
fied. 

“We do not compromise 
on gas safety - it is funda¬ 
mental to what we do - and 
that is why we choose care¬ 
fully, and audit rigorously 
and regularly, the profes¬ 
sional gas contractors we 
work with and their engi¬ 
neers. 

“Indeed, we recently 
passed a Gas Safe audit. 

“As the safety of our cus¬ 
tomers is paramount to us, 
we’d like to thank Which? 
for bringing this matter to 
our attention.”

Secretary and chairman of the 
trustees for the Walsall-based inter¬ 
national relief and welfare charity 
Ian Robertson, who is also a coun¬ 
cillor for Blakenall, said the commu¬ 
nity would be also able to have an 
input into how the funds are raised, 
adding: “It will be up to the commu¬ 
nity to show they are right behind 
it.” Keith Watkins, from Walsall 
Camra, said the pub had been a nat¬ 
ural meeting point for generations.

Six towns stroll planned 


MORE than 20 lorry and car 
tyres have been dumped at a 
beauty spot - sparking out¬ 
rage from locals. 

Members of The Friends of Fib- 
bersley Nature Reserve, which 
look after the site at Noose Lane 
in Willenhall voluntarily, were 
dismayed when they discovered 
the discarded tyres a few weeks 
ago. 

But the group were even more 
alarmed when they were told Walsall 
Council, which is responsible for the 
land, would not be able to collect them 
until October. 

However following fierce criticism 
the authority has now responded and 
confirmed they would be removing the 
tyres in a matter of days. Willenhall 
South ward members Councillor Sean 
and Diane Coughlin initially raised the 
issue with the council after meeting 
with the friends group. 

Pleased 

Councillor Sean Coughlin said: “We 
are really really pleased they are going 
to be removed now, not just for the 
fact we have been able to get involved 
and do something but really pleased 
for the friends of the reserve who work 
hard all year round.” 

Councillor Louise Harrison, portfo¬ 
lio holder for Clean and Green added: 
“I find it appalling that someone has 
dumped a load of tyres into the water. 

“The area is a beautiful, green oasis 
where nature has a chance to thrive 
and visitors can escape the urban 
landscape. There are legitimate ways 
to dispose this type of waste but this 
isn’t one of them.”

Galton family's influence on region 



MEMORY LANE 



GALTON is a surname synon¬ 
ymous with the Black Coun¬ 
try, ever since Samuel Galton 
the younger and his wife Lucy 
moved into Great Barr Hall 
following the birth of their 
daughter Mary Ann in 1778. 

The hall became St Margaret’s 
Hospital, and was leased from Sir 
Joseph Scott. 

Mary Ann remembered their home 
as - “The mansion of a beautiful 
though not very large estate. It was 
set in an amphitheatre of wooded hills, 
one of which was covered with noble 
oak and beach trees, another with 
dark firs and walnuts, and a third with 
young plantations. 

“On the top of the highest of these 
hills was a small area, in the midst of 
a picturesque clump of aged Scotch 
firs, where rose a flagstaff, as high as 
the mainmast of a ship, which could 
be seen from a vast distance around. 


Here, on days for receiving company, 
Sir Joseph Scott had been used to hoist 
a flag with an inscription similar to 
that on the staff itself: A welcome to 
all friends round the Wrekin.” 

Samuel had made his fortune as a 
gunmaker, despite being a Quaker, 
who were renowned as pacifists, and 
also tried his hand at banking. 

He also owned the Warley Hall Es¬ 
tate, which he bought in 1792 for the 


huge sum of £7,500. This estate was 
mentioned in 1576 when a John War- 
ley, whose ancestors may have taken 
their name from the area, married 
Frances Middlemore. She was the 
daughter of the lord of the manor of 
nearby Edgbaston and in the succeed¬ 
ing decades her family would be per¬ 
secuted and fined heavily for staying 
loyal to the Roman Catholic faith. 

The Warleys remained at Warley 


Hall until 1686. The house and estate 
then passed through various hands 
until bought by the Quaker Galtons, 
who intended to make big improve¬ 
ments. To do so, Samuel and Lucy 
engaged the celebrated landscape ar¬ 
chitect Humphrey Repton to design a 
superb new house on their estate and 
to place it within a wonderful setting. 
Credited with actually coining the 
term ‘landscape garden’, Repton em¬ 
braced a natural style of gardening, 
which he felt brought together in an 
imaginative and yet tangible way the 
‘powers of the landscape painter and 
the practical gardener’. 

An assiduous researcher and de- 
tailer of what he saw and thought, 
Repton compiled a book for each cli¬ 
ent. Bound in red leather, these red 
books contained complete and care¬ 
fully drawn maps showing the land¬ 
scape before and after his suggested 
changes. Fortunately the Red Book for 
Warley, dating from 1795, survives in 
Sandwell’s Community History and 
Archives in Smethwick Library. 

As it was, the design for the new 
house at Warley was not implemented, 
and nor was much work done on the 


landscape. Consequently, Samuel the 
younger and Mary carried on living 
at Great Barr Hall where they raised 
seven children. The oldest was Samuel 
Tertius Galton. 

He married Frances Violetta, a 
daughter of Erasmus Darwin. They 
were the parents of Francis Galton, 
who was born in Birmingham. Later 
knighted, Francis was a scientist and 
explorer who travelled widely in Af¬ 
rica and who is best remembered for 
his studies examining the connection 
between heredity and intelligence, 
which led to the field of study of eu¬ 
genics. 

However, it was their second, son, 
Hubert, who changed things in War- 
ley. Living with a large family at 
Hockley Abbey in Birmingham, his 
mind turned to enlarging and rebuild¬ 
ing Warley Tor - a circular summer 
house with an observation platform 
above and a single room on each side 
at ground level. Hubert approached 
the eminent Scottish architect Robert 
Lugar to draw up plans but they came 
to nothing; but then in 1818 he asked 
Lugar to design a new home elsewhere 
on the estate. This was to be funded 


through a gift of £1,000 from his fa¬ 
ther. 

Built in a Gothic Revival style, the 
mansion had a medieval look, boasting 
pinnacles, battlements and buttresses. 

Some of Repton’s Red Book propos¬ 
als were carried out in the landscaping 
of the estate as a whole. 

Work was completed around 1819- 
20 and the Galtons moved into Warley 
Abbey. After 20 or so years, they left 
and were replaced by various tenants. 
One was the newspaper magnate Sir 
Hugh Gilzean-Reid and his family, 
who bought part of the estate and the 
house from Mary Galton, the only sur¬ 
viving child of Hubert. Remembered 
in Reid Road, Sir Hugh threw lavish 
parties. 

William Gladstone, leader of the 
Liberals and a prime minister on sev¬ 
eral occasions, was among those he 
entertained. Another supposed visitor 
was the Grey Lady, a ghost. 

Closer to Smethwick town centre 
and by the Birmingham Canal, Gal¬ 
ton Valley, Galton Bridge and Galton 
Street emphasise the involvement of 
the Galtons with the Birmingham 
Canal Navigation Company.

Thieves who posed as 
police in probe jailed 


A COUPLE who posed as police of¬ 
ficers to steal cash from a 76-year- 
old man in his home have been 
jailed. Crimea Price and Gemma 
Davis claimed to be probing a coun¬ 
terfeit money racket when they 
burst into the victim’s high rise flat. 

The pair tricked another resident 
at Dover House in Providence Close, 
Leamore to knock on the front door 
and tell him he had a couple of call¬ 
ers in the hope that it would encour¬ 
age the man to let them in on April 
19. 

The ruse worked but once inside 
they pushed him aside, picked up 
his jacket and started going through 
the pockets. They took £200 cash 
and some cigarettes before comb¬ 
ing the kitchen and bedroom where 
they picked up a pair of cuff-links. 

“They said they were police of¬ 
ficers who were investigating coun¬ 


terfeit money,” explained Mr Mark 
Phillips, prosecuting. Davis, 28, and 
39-year-old Price left on April but 
returned two days later. The initial 
incident had not been reported to 
the police but they were seen by the 
same man who had inadvertently 
helped them on their first visit. 

Price told him he was the man’s 
nephew but the person was suspi¬ 
cious and told administrative staff 
at the block of flats. 

By this time the two tricksters 
had left but a resident knew Price 
and the pair were traced by police to 
their home in Goscote Lane, Blox- 
wich. The two defendants each ad¬ 
mitted stealing £200 cash, a set of 
cuff links and cigarettes during the 
April 19 burglary. Price was jailed 
for three years six months while 
Davis received a two-year three 
months prison term.

vintage bus returns to 
get a new lease of life

IT’S a vehicle with a histo¬ 
ry and was skilfully crafted 
at Wolverhampton’s former 
world famous Guy Motors. 

Now, this vintage coach is get¬ 
ting a makeover by a team of vol¬ 
unteers after making a welcome 
return to the region. 

It is one of two Guy Arab coaches 
dating back to 1959 bought by Harper 
Brothers from Heath Hayes to ferry 
passengers on day trips. 

They have now arrived in the care 
of volunteers from Aston Manor Road 
Transport Museum, Aldridge after 
being shipped over from Ireland last 
year. 

The volunteers have set about re¬ 
vamping one of the 40-plus seaters 
as part of a long-term project to get 
it back on the road. This has involved 
stripping out large parts of the vehicle. 

Interior 

Chairman Martin Fisher, of Aston 
Manor Road Transport Museum, said: 
“The first aim is to get the one we have 
started, back into running order and 
looking as it would have done when 
it was with Harpers. We have started 
to strip out the interior and we have 
taken most of the seats out. 

“We are working on one at the mo¬ 
ment, we are concentrating on getting 
just the one restored at first.” 

He added they would welcome any 
donations to help towards the resto¬ 
ration worth up to £60,000 and also 

St ^r CC b1in g bought by Harper 
Brothers to carry passengers on day 
trips, the coaches were sold to a Scout 
group in Northern Ireland in 1971 and 
used to ship youngsters from their 
headquarters in Limerick to scout 
camps around the country. They were 
then used by a coach company in the 
Republic of Ireland. 

It later emerged the coaches were 


stranded in a barn on the outskirts 
of Dublin in a dreadful condition and 
rusting away. 

But thanks to the generosity of 
their former owner and an unnamed 
benefactor the buses have since made 
it back to home soil after being loaded 
onto large flat-bed lorries and trans¬ 
ported via ferry across the Irish Sea. 

Guy Motors operated out of its Park 


Lane factory between 1914 and 1982, 
and is credited with playing an impor¬ 
tant role in the development of the 
British motor industry. 

During the Second World War, the 
firm produced armoured vehicles used 
in the evacuation of Dunkirk, and also 
made chassis for more than 2,000 dou¬ 
ble-decker buses to cater for a short¬ 
age caused by the Blitz.

Fears party is in 
terminal decline 



Wolverhampton South West MP Rob Marris is backing Andy Burnham 



“I did not nominate a candi¬ 
date because none of them 
looked very inspiring to me.” 

In one sentence, Rob Marris 
sums up everything that is wrong 
with the Labour leadership con¬ 
test. 

Breaking his silence on the race to 
replace Ed Miliband, the only ‘new’ 
Labour MP for Wolverhampton or the 
wider Black Country decided to sup¬ 
port Andy Burnham. 

But in a blog post he was hardly en¬ 
thusiastic about any of the four people 
who are currently canvassing for votes 
not just from Labour members but 
from the many ‘registered supporters’ 
who get a say over the future of the 
party for a mere three quid. 

Inspire 

With the forensic analysis of a so¬ 
licitor (for this is what Mr Marris was 
before becoming an MP) he explains 
Labour’s problem in reasoned, logical 
terms: “It seems to me that some of 
them are unlikely ever to inspire the 
wider electorate. 

“None of the candidates has ever 
had for any length of time what many 
constituents would call a real job - it’s 
all been in and around the Westmin¬ 
ster bubble - and that critique in¬ 
cludes Jeremy Corbyn (for whom I am 
not voting) and Andy Burnham (for 
whom I am).” 

The Wolverhampton South West 
MP bucked the trend at the election 
by unseating a Tory, the same one who 
unseated him five years earlier. 


He goes on to endorse shadow 
health secretary Mr Burnham as the 
one with the chance to grow the appeal 
of Labour and praises his willingness 
to ‘risk the ire of the right-wingers’. 

If the 1983 election manifesto was 
the ‘longest suicide note in history’, 
this drawn out contest may well be, 
as others have already punned, the 
longest suicide vote. 

The deep fear of other Labour MPs 
is that he will never win over the ‘shy 
Tories’, the ones who did not vote 
for David Cameron’s Conservatives 
with any great enthusiasm, but did 
so because they saw his party as the 
most competent and the safest pair of 
hands for the economy. 

Labour does not have a divine right 
to be a party of government. Indeed it 
does not have a divine right to exist at 
all, requiring the backing of the elec¬ 


torate to have enough MPs either to 
govern or to oppose. 

The Liberal Democrats have seen 
how quickly they can go from a party 
of power to one of near oblivion, of al¬ 
most shouting through the letterbox 
of Downing Street when once they 
would have sat around its cabinet 
table. 

The Corbyn voters, whether dyed 
in the wool Labour members or those 
who have signed up for £3, seem to be 
backing him with a sense of hope and 
optimism about what they perceive to 
be a new direction for the party. 

Indeed his campaign represents, 
for his backers, a new lease of life for 
socialism. For many other party sup¬ 
porters, however, hearts are not filled 
with hope but they carry a certain 
heaviness. They fear the party of op¬ 
position may be in terminal decline.

Place to be for great pub grub 


NOTHING stands still for long 
these days. Even pubs, seen by 
many as part of the very fabric of 
traditional British culture, have 
seen a huge shift in their role in 
our lives. 

The local boozer with its red flock stools, 
sticky bar mats, cheese and onion crisps 
and a low-hanging smog of exhaled smoke, 
are a thing of the past. 

Many of those which have survived have 
moved towards becoming increasingly fam¬ 
ily-friendly places and have gone down 
the route of offering the peckish customer 
more than just a ham sandwich or a packet 
of scratchings. And one pub I’ve watched 
move with times is The Oddfellows at 
Compton. 

Outside, the imposing building looks 
quite different with a subdued grey-green 
paint job giving it a more shabby-chic look, 
which some of my girlfriends had previously 
commented they weren’t sure of, whilst my 
teenage daughter said she thought it looked 
great. So I’ll take it from that that it’s an 
improvement. As we walked up the steps

and under the distinctive canopy which 
runs round much of the outside of the pub, 
a chalkboard declares that Mark and his 
team welcomed us. And both times, when 
I came in to book and then when we came 
to dine we were greeted within less than a 
minute. 

And the efficient service continued as 
Amy, our waitress, arrived with a smile and 
the offer of a drink just as we had settled 
into our seats. 

The pub has pretty much retained the 
same layout as before although the bar now 
has an added section containing the new 
rotisserie. The decor too has been given a 
facelift. Last time we were here there was a 
build-a-burger option which my son remem¬ 
bered fondly, not least because it gave him 
the chance to add his favourite food, bacon. 
This time we decided to share a classic 
combo, with its onion rings, breaded mush¬ 
rooms, garlic bread, spicy wedges barbecue 
sauce and soured cream, while the little 
man, who recently has lost his own appe¬ 
tite and found a horse’s, claimed a starter 


of his own and went for the cheese nachos. 
These came with salsa, guacamole soured 
cream and, of course, cheese. The sliced red 
chillis on top proved a bit too much for him 
so, dad with stepped in to ensure nothing 
went to waste. 

We devoured our own combo which hand¬ 
ily came in portions easily divisible by three 
and proved just the right amount to set us 
up for our mains. 

We’d been quite torn about what to 
choose as the menu ranges from the clas¬ 
sics, or Oddfellows Regulars. 

The little man remained true to form 
and went for one of the gourmet burgers, 
namely the Yee-ha! Burger, a spicy combi¬ 
nation of pulled pork and beef chilli with 
Monterrey Jack cheese. 

There’s an option to add bits and bobs 
including bacon and French brie but the he 
decided against this, which turned out to be 
a good decision as his portion, served with 
skins-on chips, coleslaw and onion rings 
almost proved too much. But dad again 
stepped up to the plate. 

I decided to go for something a lit¬ 
tle lighter and had the succulent Cajun 
Salmon which had a nice kick of spice and 


came with buttery new potatoes and salad. 
My husband decided to give the rotisserie 
a try and had the Bourbon Apple Chicken. 
The half chicken portion came smothered 
in a moreish sticky chilli barbecue sauce, 
served up with buttered corn and coleslaw 
and fries. 

Our daughter also sampled what the 
rotisserie had to offer with the Two Way 
Chicken Burger with a tasty Thai sweet 
chilli marinade option, again served with 
fries, slaw and onion rings. And like the rest 
of us, she happily cleared her plate. 

But we weren’t done for yet and plumped 
for puddings. Again I opted for a slightly 
lighter selection with a zingy Sicilian lemon 
tart, although I must admit I was coveting 
the little man’s melt-in-the-middle choc¬ 
olate pudding, which tasted as yummy as 
it looked. And I also tried a corner of the 
husband’s ginger cheesecake which was a 
really lovely thing. 

And so was our meal. Well cooked food 
in friendly surroundings and a menu which 
offers plenty of choice. Judging on how busy 
it always seems to be The Oddfellows is cer¬ 
tainly hitting the mark.

Katie and guests hit 
all the right notes 


A pparently, just as a performance 
is about to begin, acclaimed 
British double bassist Chi-Chi 
Nwanoku feels as if she’s taking her 
marks at the starting blocks on an 
athletics track. 

Then, when the conductor’s baton 
comes down, Nwanoku is straight out 
of the blocks, working towards the 
finishing line. 

Actually, this admission from the 
London-based musician of Nigerian 
and Irish descent isn’t that surprising, 
because from the age of eight, Chi-Chi 
was destined for an international career 
as a 100-metre sprinter. 

At 16, she narrowly missed qualifying 
for the 1972 Munich Olympics, and two 
years later was on track for the next 
Games in Montreal. 

Then disaster struck - a knee injury 
meant that she could never again 
compete at a national level. 

Devastated, she returned to school, 
and thankfully discovered that fate had 
something positive in store for her 
- music. 

Nowadays, Nwanoku is established 
as principal bass with the Orchestra of 


the Age of Enlightenment, as well as 
being a chamber-music performer and 
professor of double-bass studies at 
London’s Trinity College of Music. 

She is also the host of a weekly 
requests programme on BBC Radio 3 
and was a jury member of BBC2’s 
Classical Star. 

Tonight, she joins Katie Derham for 
this week’s jam-packed edition of 
weekly magazine show Proms Extra. 

The pair will be joined by baritone 
Roderick Williams, who may be feeling 
a little sleepy after performing Bach’s 
much-loved Magnificat, Mass in G 
minor and Brandenburg Concerto No. 

2 alongside the BBC Singers and the 
Academy of Ancient Music during last 
night’s Late Night Prom at the Royal 
Albert Hall. 

Williams will also be looking forward 
to his next Proms appearance on 
September 11 when he is taking to the 
stage alongside conductor Sir Simon 
Rattle and the Vienna Philharmonic to 
sing part of Elgar’s intoxicating The 
Dream of Gerontius. 

Among the other Proms highlights up 
for discussion tonight are Bach’s solo 


violin works, which were performed so 
memorably by violinist Alina Ibragimova 
at the end of July 

Katie, Chi-Chi and Roderick also look 
back on the National Youth Orchestra’s 
annual visit to the Proms a fortnight 
ago where they focused on Mahler’s 
bitterly beautiful Ninth Symphony 
Their concert also opened with the 
world premiere of Tansy Davies’s 
Re-greening, a celebration of spring 
written specially as a complement to 
Mahler’s aforementioned work. 

Finally there is footage and 
discussion of Daniel Barenboim’s West- 
Eastern Divan Orchestra, who 
performed at the Albert Hall on 
Tuesday in a concert that was 
broadcast last night on BBC4. 

Barenboim took to the piano to play 
a trio of challenging pieces 
- Beethoven’s Triple Concerto, 
Schoenberg’s Chamber Symphony 
and Tchaikovsky’s Fourth Symphony 
And if all that wasn’t enough, David 
Owen Norris once again gets ‘Inside 
the Score’ - delving deeper into the 
some of the music heard at the 121st 
season of the Proms.

Audi’s A5 
cabriolet 
does all 
you need

When Carly Simon sang “Nobody Does It 
Better” she could well have been referring to 
the Audi A5 Cabriolet. 

Her version of Carol Bayer Sagar’s famous hit was 
the theme tune to the 1977 Bond film The Spy Who 
Loves Me and the secret agent would have looked as 
at home in this open top as he does in his beloved 
Aston Martin. 

Because nobody does it better in this sector than Audi 
and the A5 Cabriolet is a class act with looks, style and qual¬ 
ity matched by punchy performance levels. 

If open-top motoring appeals then you just have to take a 
look at the A5 before making a final choice. 

You can’t help but be impressed - despite Audi choosing 
to stick to a cloth roof for this model. 

I could have spent hours simply pressing the button to 
watch a brilliant piece of engineering technology in action, 
as the boot opened and closed to allow the soft-top to fold 
itself up or away in a matter of seconds - even with the car 
still moving. 

It’s German engineering at its best and typically Audi. 

I am a little surprised that Audi sticks with the soft-top 
while most other manufacturers have gone down a different 
route. 

It means you can expect wind noise on entry level models 
but the three litre V6 on test came with extra insulation to 
keep noise levels down. 

Audi has developed a reputation as sector leaders when it 
comes to the cabin and this model comes with all the high- 
tech kit you would expect, together with a very comfortable 
driving position - helped by steering wheel height and rake 
control at push of a button. 

Access 

It’s also a true four-seater. It may look tight in the back but 
once you’re seated you realise how far back you actually sit 
and there’s easily enough leg room. 

Very wide doors help with access - but not with parking. 

A colleague warned me to expect inconsistent handling 
but it wasn’t something I encountered. 

In fact the A5 did all I asked of it with a choice of three 
settings for suspension and steering. 

Any criticism of the ride would be going too far really 
thanks to Quattro permanent all-wheel-drive with self-lock¬ 
ing central diff and ESP 

On test was a 3.0 V6 TDi Quattro S-tronic with an on- 
the-road price of £44,240 which went up to £47,825 with 
the fitted extras which included an interior light package, 
hill-hold assist, a music interface, heated seats all-round, 
lane assist warning, Audi phone connect and a great 
Bang & Olufsen sound system to keep Carly bellowing out 
clearly. 

I wouldn’t question Audi’s claim of a top speed of 155mph 
and you get 0-62mph in 6.3seconds. 

C02 levels are acceptable for a car of this level at 154g/ 
km but the outstanding feature is a claim of 47.9mpg on the 
combined cycle. 

Running costs are also kept down by Audi’s LongLife ser¬ 
vice agreement of 19,000 miles or two years. 

Despite the roof folding arrangements there was surpris¬ 
ingly enough roof for the golf clubs in the boot and ample 
space for a set of travel bags for that weekend away. 

Every A5 Cabriolet comes with stability control, and front 
and side airbags that cover the head and chest. If sensors 
detect the car is about to roll over, metal bars pop up behind 
the rear seats to protect passengers. 

And although the soft-top is obviously less secure than 
hard-top opposition, deadlocks are fitted as standard. 

The A5 Cabriolet oozes class and it was disappointing 
to see it disappearing off the drive on its journey back to 
Audi-land. 
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A subtle 
makeover 
for BMW’s 
3

It’s that time again, when all the compact 
premium saloon rivals bring out their new, 
improved weapons. Ready yourself for the 
crowd’s favourite - the BMW 3 Series. 

Listen carefully, because the new bits of the 3 Se¬ 
ries may not be obvious. This is a mid-life lift rather 
than a brand-new car, so from the outside there are 
resculpted bumpers, new lights - including LED day¬ 
time running lights and tail lights - plus new exhaust 
pipes, depending on your engine. Inside, there’s new 
cabin materials and some new equipment, but under 
the skin there’s some new engines, plus revised sus¬ 
pension and steering, all designed to keep it on top 
of the dynamic tree. 

At first glance, you’re unlikely to notice it’s a 2015 3 Series 
that’s just barged in front of the traffic queue; this is a very 
subtle makeover. The front bumper has wider vents under¬ 
neath, the rearranged headlights are also designed to give 
the car greater width on the road, and the rear LED lights are 
certainly smarter. This is still a car that looks best with the 
right wheel and colour combination, and effectively looks 
like all the other 3 Series models already on the road - but 
that’s not necessarily a bad thing. 

There’s no more space in the new 3 Series than there 
was before, but for a car of this size, it copes with people 
and their luggage well. Front seat passengers are best ca¬ 
tered for, with head and legroom a little more restricted in 
the rear, although normal-sized adults will be comfortable. 
One small, if notable improvement, is the new cup holder 
ahead of the gear lever, which is more substantial than be¬ 
fore. The boot remains a useful 480 litres and is easily ac¬ 
cessed through a decent aperture. 

Although there are several new engines in the range, the 
only examples available to drive were 340i models, which 
gets a new 3.0-litre twin turbocharged six-cylinder unit. With 
322bhp available, as well as a 332lb/ft of torque, there’s no 
doubt it is absurdly fast; 0-62mph takes 5.1 seconds, which 
is as quick as an M3 from 10 years ago. Match it with im¬ 
pressive automatic transmission and you get quick shifts 
when required, and smoothness when you’re not in a hurry, 
it’s also more economical. 

Responsive 

The steering and suspension changes have come about 
thanks to improved body mountings, allowing stiffer settings 
for the dampers and springs, without the ride quality suffer¬ 
ing. This particular model had adaptive damping and steer¬ 
ing too, but it remains a fun and responsive sports saloon 
to drive, although more humble models may offer better 
handling. 

As part of the changes for 2015, all 3 Series models now 
get the basic satellite navigation system as well as BMW’s 
emergency on-call service: if you have an accident where 
the airbags are deployed, the car will automatically call for 
assistance. 

The entry SE model gets 17in alloy wheels, air condition¬ 
ing, Bluetooth, DAB and cruise control, while this near top- 
spec 340i comes in M Sport guise only. Some of the options 
are on the pricey side, but the general equipment level is 
good value. 

The chances of you buying a 3 Series are pretty high. 
It’s featured in the list of top-10 best-sellers in the UK for 
several years on the spin for a variety of reasons. The BMW 
badge is one of course, as is its reputation for being a driv¬ 
er’s car, which still holds true. It appeals to young, thrusting 
executives, the young and the old and anyone looking for a 
little bit of flash in their lives. That it has become ubiquitous, 
hasn’t hurt its chances either, so expect to see a lot more 
new ones. 

This car summed up in a single word: German.

IT has taken some time, but 
Walsall finally look a team who 
have found their finish. 

For the best part of two seasons, 
Dean Smith’s Saddlers had just about 
everything else but could not shake a 
sense of underachievement due to their 
inability to turn attractive football into 
goals. 

This campaign remains in its infancy, but al¬ 
ready there is a different feel around the Banks’s 
and on Saturday they recorded the finest result 
yet of an opening fortnight which had already 
contained several. 

Coventry arrived boasting a 100 per cent re¬ 
cord and League One’s most feared striker in the 
shape of Adam Armstrong. 

But they left deservedly beaten, with the latter 
having been kept firmly in check. 

The margin of Walsall’s victory might have 
only been one goal, but in truth it could and 
should have been more. 

Thunderbolt 

There was little the hosts could do about the 
one they did concede, a 25-yard thunderbolt from 
Jacob Murphy which brought the visitors back 
into the game after goals either side of half-time 
from Anthony Forde and Tom Bradshaw had put 
the Saddlers two to the good. 

Last season, the brilliance and timing of Mur¬ 
phy’s strike might have triggered a collapse - but 
this Walsall team are made of stronger stuff. 

For the second time in the space of four days 
they responded to adversity, as they had at Roch¬ 
dale at Tuesday, to finish what was, again a thrill¬ 
ing game in the ascendency.

Playing like this, his team look genuine 
title contenders, let alone play-off challengers. 
The manager would also be forgiven for buying 
a few extra lottery tickets, such has been the suc¬ 
cess rate of his decision-making thus far. 

For the fourth game running he made two 
changes to the starting line-up with one of those 
drafted in, Forde, proceeding to break the dead¬ 
lock. 

All over the pitch there were performances to 


delight the Saddlers boss. The sponsors gave their 
man of the match prize to Milan Lalkovic, a fair 
choice after a busy performance full of skill which 
saw him have a hand in both goals. 

Yet there were numerous other candidates, 
from Sam Mantom to the excellent Jason Dem- 
etriou and Andy Taylor, the latter of whom was 
a whisker away from a second goal in four days 
with a long-range effort which clipped the post. 

Just four league games in, there are, of course, 
reasons for caution. The next week could be de¬ 
fining if the Saddlers are able to cling on to Brad¬ 
shaw, whose fifth of the season, three minutes 
after half-time, proved to be the difference.

But the Saddlers 
stood firm to halt any comeback . 


Squad can 
get better, 
says Smith 

BOSS Dean Smith believes Walsall are 
still some way short of their potential 
despite a blistering start to the season. 

Saturday’s 2-1 win over Coventry at 
the Banks’s Stadium took their points 
tally to 10 from the opening four games 
- their best start to a campaign in the 
third tier since 2000/01 - when Ray 
Graydon went on to lead the Saddlers to 
promotion through the play-offs. 

Smith, who again made changes to 
the starting line-up, admits players are 
currently brimming with confidence but 
insists the team still has room to grow.

“It’s a big win but we know how early 
it still is in the season,” said the man¬ 
ager when asked if his team had made a 
‘statement’ with the result. 

“It will give us a lot of belief and a lot 
of confidence going into the next games,” 
added Smith
